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Between 4 and 5 p.m. on ll June 1951, Parndorf (P 45/K 77) 
airfield was ge re by 10 single-ensine fighters and 2 single- 

engine biplanes. The fighters were nid-wing monoplanes vith 

slim fnselages, in line engines and rounded wing tips. Five 

trucks were parked at the field, The brick buildings at the 

field were occupied by officers and the temnorary buildings 

were occupied by il, According to local residents, the 

airfield was put in operation on 10 June 1951. *
